Aerial Navigation.

To the Editor of the New-York Times; 
It is interesting to: witness'the inventive efforts 
put forth in.regard to the “ BALLAST FOR BALLOONS,” to 
save some luckless wight a oracked skull by a sand- 
bag from one of the aerial.ships(?) which it seems are 
likely to become common; if, as your Providence cor- 
respondence says, *‘ the art of navigating the air is Te- 
ceiving a large share of attention.” [ wish it was so ;~ 
but as yet there has been no'evidence of it; and to 
contrive “ bleck-tin cars with compartments for water, 
and taps to let }tOut,” is abdut as sensible as the At- 
lantic Telegraph Company’s contrivance of a brake 
to break the cable in the ‘act of laying it, Allow me 
here to suggest to the Cable Company, when they lay 
another, to pass it through a gutta percha tube about 
two iniles long, attached to the ship, which shall be 
thick enough and large enough to fleat the cable ; or, in 
other words, te reduce its specific gravity to nearly 
if not quite the standard of salt water, dispense with 
all brakes, and put on the steam, prevent the friction 
inthe tube by slush, and have a quantity of spare 
tube to supply the wear.
